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THE POPULAR DEMAND. 


Although 
Iho Philadelphia Proa Las 


changed editors it still continues lo be tor 
Blaine, notwithstanding the rumor that It 
was to bo turned Into a Grant organ. In 
Its issue of jeiterday an article appeared 
which not only ehows the preference of t)ie 
Frets but of the people of the state, as well. 


" There never was a more extraordinary 


perrersion of popular sentiment than was 
effected by the Republican State Conven- 
tion when It pledged the votes of Penn- 
sylvania to a candidate whom the people do 
not want. Wherever a test vote Las been 
taken, either before or since the convention, 
Elaine leaves all other candidates for the 
presidency so far behind that they would be 
considered entirely out of the race if the 
nomination were to be mads by the Ke- 
publlcan voters. 
Lancaster, through the 


action of the standing county committee, 
was misrepresented at the State Conven- 
tion, and her vote was cast for Grant. 
The 


sturdy Knpubllcau voters of the county are 
determined to undo this wrong. They 
have compelled the standing committee to 
Issue a call for primary elections lo be held 
on tbe 22d of 


r primary elections lo be 
May, at which delegates to 


the county nominating convention will be 
chosen, and also two delegates to tho 
Chicago convention. Tbo Republicans of 
tbe Ninth Cungn.-ssioual district claim the 
right lo choose ibeir own delegates to the 
National Convention and to instruct them 
ai to bow they shall vole. They repudiate 
tlie action of tbo State Convention and re- 
fuse to be bound by it. The result of tlie 
primaries on Hie -2cl of May will show Hint 
tbe Republicans of Lancaster, with scarcely 
* dissenting voice, are for Blaine. The 
people are also invited to express their pre- 
ference for senator at tbe primary election. 
This ii a somewhat novel proceed!ni; and 
may not meet with universal approval, but 
it indicates the resolute purpose of the peo- 
ple to emancipate themselves from tlie 
domination of tho machine." 


This confirms what wo have heretofore 


said, that General Grant is the only candi- 
date prominently mentioned, who would 
not be harmoniously supported by Ihe party. 
We do not state this to create dissention 
between the partisans of Gen. Grant, and 
those of other candidates, but because U is 
a bet which cannot be got over. The 
only plausible reason urged in favor of tho 
ex-President it that his nomination is de- 
manded by the popular will. 
This has 


been shown over and over again to be folso, 
and, as everybody conversant with public 
matters knows, it is a fallacy. There is not 
one reason why (ien. Grant should be nom- 
inated in preference to other candidates, 
while there are nnny reasons why tie should 
not. 
If the popular demand la not heeded, 


Pen. Grant may be nominated, but will not 
be elected; but if It is, James G. Dlaine 
will not only be nominated but elected, and 
so will any other candidate who shall be 
nominated, except Grant.

£ioie he is

the horseman was Uooih. It seems that 
1 was to have been ai tacked, and Mrs. 
Grant'* sudden resolve-to leave deranged 
the plan. A few days later I recived an 
anonymous letter from a man, saying he 
had been detailed to kill me, that ho rodo 
on my train as far as Havre de Grace, and, 
as my car was locked, he could not get in.

1 
learned of the assassin ition as I was pass- 
Ing through Philadelphia. I turned around, 
took a special train, and came on to Wash- 
ington.
